on the life of the i resident, passed 
without a sirgle syu>ptom unfavor- 
able to recovery.

at any time since he was called to at- 
tend the President.

and when awake he was cheery, and 
at times even chatty. 
He is

receiving any nourishment asyet ex- 
cept by enema. This is an altogether

"I do not want to go that far," re 


plied Doctor Park. 
"What can be

EARLY MORNING FIRE 


Damaged a Lot of Furniture and 


the Geidel Building. 


LOSS ABOUT SIXTEEN HUNDRED 


Pr*bably Orif inted im Old Rafs Used For 


P*fi$h«f Pnrp«ses—Good Work 


ot Department. 


Tne most destructive fire Coshoc- 
ton has known since tlie Eckcrt 
stable was burned early in the year, 
occurred this morning at 4:30 o'clock. 
Tbe stock of tbe Cosaocton Install- 
ment house was damaged almost be- 
yond repair and the Geidel building 
was only saved by the ptomptness of 
tbe department. 
Fred Ilaller was passing aiong Main 


street at 4:30 o'clock this morning 
when be saw smoke poui-og cut of 
the Geidel building. Milt, Kitchen 
was near and turned in the alarm. 
Men from all companies of tbe tire de- 
partment came at once and it was 
found the fire was in the rea- of tbe 
room occupied by * he Coshocton In- 
stallment house conducted by Mrs. 
Leasure. Tne rear door was quickly 
broken in a~*d a stream of water soon 
extinguished the blaze, but the dam 
age 
bad been done although the 


bu'lding was saved. 
The furniture stock was mined. 
Mirrors cracked and furniture blister- 
ed showed the intense heat- 
Mrs. 
Leasure carried from 31000 to $2000 in 
stock, 
and soe believes the first 
amount given will cover her loss. The 
stock was insured but not to its full 
value. 
The damage to tbe building is found 


in a great bole burned in the floor, 
broken windows and badly smoked 
walls and ceiling Plastering has fall- 
en off in some places, and before it 
can be occupied again the rcom must 
aegivena thorough ovei hauling. 


The origin of the fire is not known. 
Mrs. Leasure left the store about ten 
o'clock Monday evening, and exting- 
uished tbe only light burning at that 
time. It is possible spontaneous com- 
bustion among oily ragj used in clean- 
ing furniture may have been the 
cause of the blaze, but that will prob- 
ably never be fully determined.

THE LAW IS NO GOOD 


When it Provides for the Trans- 


fer of Funds. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S 
OPINION 


He Sa»s Special Acts for This Purpose Are 


Sot if Accordance With ike 


Con'titiiioa. 


Attorney Ceoeral Sheets has pre- 
pared an opinion in response to a re- 
quest from Prosecutor Robert 11. Day. 
of Stark county, in wbich be hulas 
county commissioners -have no right 
to transfer funds. 
The prosecutor 


stated the county commissioners were 
coosidei injt the transfer of money 
from the building fund to the bridge 
lund under the genera! law authoriz- 
ing such transfeis. 


The attorney general's opinion is of 
great importance. It is to the effect 
that tue~legisiaiure has no constitu- 
tional power tc auinonze the perma- 
nent transfer of funds. In support of 
this conclusion be sites article 12, sec- 
tion five of the constitution, which 
provides that "no tax shall be levied 
except in the pursuance of law: and 
every law imposing a tax shall state 
distinctly the object of the same, to 
which only it shall be applied." 
A special act was created by the 


last, legislature empowering the Stark 
county 
commissioners to 
transfer 


funds, which it would seem from the 
attorney general's interpretation is 
invalid. Laws or this kind are enact- 
ed by every legislature, and Judge 
Sheets desires to establish a prece- 
dent- which will lead to the abolish- 
ment of this practice. The only leg- 
iumate way in which a transfer can 
be made is" when a fund cannot be 
used for its constitutional purpose. 
Then such a fund can be transferred. 
Evils have been perpetrated under the 
law authorizing transfer of funds. For 
instance, a levy is made for one fund, 
aad is then transferred to another.

It anol- 
Ishes the traditional eight part clas- 
sical essays and verbatim reproduc- 
tions of the classics, proficiency in 
which frag been the chief qualiScatkm 
for office holding. It relegates the 
classics to the background, reqoiriug 
only expositions of their meaning- 


Qeneral Wood's Statement. 


Havana, Sept. 10.—La Lucha says 


the statement oi Governor General 
Wood that the United States govern- 
ment has not changed Its intention, bnt 
intends to establish the Cuban republic, 
must settle all doubt on the subject,al- 
though 'A supposes that the electoral 
law -will have to go to "Washington. 
"No one can prevent the United 
States." remarks La Lucha, "froia es- 
tablishing the republic, although the 
republic -will not be a success if the 
proper elements are lacking. This 
time alone will show." El Mundo 
says: '""We do not wish to doubt Gov- 
ernor General Wood, although weha-^e 
ample reasons for not believing in 
promises. We are accustomed to see 
hydras teeth on ail sides and we can 
not believe anybody absolutely." 


Grand Army Encampment. 


Cleveland. Sept. 10.—The city Mon- 


day night was a blaze oi glory. The 
aged feet that once trod the bloody 
fields of Shiloh. of Gettysburg and of 
a hundred other hard-fought battles 
surged around Monumental square 
with slow but steady tread. The cen- 
ter of the scene was the Soldiers' and 
Sailors' monument, which stands in 
the center of the park. There is now 
no longer any doubt as to the eSect of 
the attempted assassination of the 
president on the present gathering. 
It has stirred the patriotism o* the 
people to the inmost recesses of the 
heart's emotion, and the veterans and 
their friends are coming to rejoice or 
to sorrow as the win of Providence 
may dictate. 


ll is reported that the preposi- 


tion secured for the Amalgamated As- 
sociation Through the intervention oi 
the representatives of the National 
Civic Federation was unsatisfactory, 
and that the entire matter of arrang- 
ing lor the settlement was left with 
President Theodore J. Shaffer. The 
board in i"s sessions of three aays has 
been ciamoring for a settlement, but 
satisfactory terms and means were 
not at ha=d and the sessions resolved 
themselves into &a informal discus- 
sion of the situation. 


At the close of the meeting of the 


national executive board President 
Shaffer declared that he had no state- 
ment to make, but subsequently said: 
"The board *"j»s adjourned. Xo peace 
proposition has been, received and 
none made." Still later he added that 
he or no other memuer of the board 
would go t New York to submit a 
peace proposition. The meeting of 
the board did not adjourn in high, 
good feeling, yet the members of the 
board were averse to making state- 
ments supplemental to that of Presi- 
dent Staffer. 


Plaguo In China. 


"Washington, Sept. 10.—The marine 


hospital service continues the publica- 
tion of letters from missionaries and 
others in China describing the prog- 
ress of the piagne. Rev. Jacob Spel- 
cher. Baptist missionary, writing from 
Kit Yang, says: "The plague made its 
first appearance at Swatow, about 
seven years ago. and has since then 
spread in all directions along the 
coast and inland. Three years ago the 
large district city Chan Yang. 10 miles 
south of Swatow, had a very bad spell- 
It is said that over 30.000 persons died 
in that one city. Many villages be- 
tween Canton and Lio. 70 miles In- 
land from Swatow. have lost one-third 
to one-half of their inhabitants. When 
the plague appeared in Kit Yang I 
suggested that the roof of every 
plague bouse be taken off and rebuilt 
after six months, but the officials 
would not listen to such a measure."'

Xo comparison is possible." 


Dr. Mann said that the president 


was not out of danger. He said that 
some nourishments had been adminis- 
tered in the form of enema, and he 
taken water in the stomach. It was 
found that cold water did not agree 
with him. and instead water as hot as 
the president can bear it is now being 
administered. The president's boweis 
have moved freely and this is consid- 
ered an excellent symptom. 


Dr. P. M. Rixey, one of the presi- 


dent's attending physicians, and also 
the private physician of the president 
and Mrs. McKinley, said regarding the 
distinguished patient: ''I am not a spe- 
cialist in abdominal surgery, but from 
general knowledge of gunshot wounds 
I can say that the only possibility of 
complication was by blood poisoning 
or peritonitis, and that I consider this 
now as a very 


Remote Possibility. 


Peritonitis might set in as a result Of 
the t~o apertures ia the stomach, but 
up to this time, a time beyond the 
usual standard record, not the slight- 
est symptom is manifest. There is 
not the slightest evidence of blood 
poisoning. As to the bullet not yet ex 
tracted. I don't believe we need worry 
about that. The presumption is it is 
lodged somewhere in the muscles of 
the back. Pursuing natural courses 
it would now be encrusted and cut o2 
from possible harm. I see no reason 
why the president will not recover 
rapidly."

Chicago and St. Louis. The woman 
suspect. Colonel Chinn says. Is un- 
doubtedly a Pole, and that the resem- 
blance to Emma Goldman's pictures 
was so strong that he is convinced It 
was her. 


Suppression of Anarchists. 


Indianapolis. Sept. 10.—Congress- 


man James E. Watson of Rushvllle, 
who was here, said he was confident 
that at the coming session of congress 
the matter of the enactment of a gen- 
eral law for the suppression and pun- 
ishment of anarchists will be seriously 
considered. 
He believes that under 


the general welfare clause of the con- 
stitution it will be possible to pass 
such a law without conmcting with 
other parts of the constitution. "I 
think there should be Immediate ac- 
tion," said he. "There ought, In my 
opinion, be a law whereby every an- 
archist could be deported, and then 
the general immigration laws should 
be revised." 


Coat a Clew. 


Chicago, Sept. 10. — United States 


secret service officers In Chicago have 
come to the conclusion that the at- 
tempted assassination of President 
McKinley was the result of a plot ar- 
ranged in this city, and have tele- 
graphed Chief WilMe of the secret 
service, who Is now In Buffalo, asking; 
him to send Czolgosz's coat to Chicago 
immediately. The officers believe the 
mark on the assassin's coat will prove 
that it was made by a tailor who lived 
very near the house of Abraham Isaak, 
one of the anarchists now being held 
on a charge of conspiracy. 


Czolgosz-'s Fattier Placed. 


Cleveland, Sept 10.—Paul Czolgosz, 


father of the man who attempted the 
assassination of the president of the 
United States, is now in the employ of 
the city of Cleveland. He was placed 
on the payroll of the street depart- 
ment. Harry Kline, spoken of as one 
of the anarchist leaders of the city, 
and the man at whose home Emma 
Goldman stopped when at Cleveland 
last spring..was appointed to a posi- 
tion in the engineer's department of 
the city government by Mayor John- 
son. 


Predicted the Assassination. 


Silver City, N. M., Sept. 10.—Aa- 


tonio Maggio, tbe musician and al- 
leged anarchist who Is said to have 
predicted the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley before October, 1901, 
was arrested at San Rita, a mining 
camp near Silver City, by United 
States Mnrshal Forakar, on Instruc- 
tions from Washington.

FOOTBALL CHANGES.

Year'a Role*. 


This year's changes la the college 


iuot!»sl! rules do not affect the general 
j;y!r of rl^- game, but there are a auru- 
L*T of points which claim attention, 
says the New York Mail and Express. 
In section D of rule 4 tbe definition of 
a safety is elaborated so as to make a 
kick by a player from behind his goal 
lia^. which sends the ball across the 
side- Hue bt-fore i: reaches the line of 
the goal posts, a safety. 


Heretofore sucb a play would have 


given the opposing side a touchdown. 
The ball •would have become tnelrs as 
soon as it crossed the side line, and up- 
on bringing it back tney would have 
touched it down behind their oppo- 
nents' (who kicked the ball) goal line, 
thus making a touchdown. The rules 
committee deemed this rmfnir and for 
that reason decided that the misplay 
should only result in a safety. 


A note has been added to rule 10, 


•which deals with offside play. This 
more clearly defines ''being ahead of 
the ball" and doing a-way with an in- 
consistency as to \vhat part of the ball 
should be reckoned upon as the decid- 
ing line. Rule 12 is so altered that two 
minutes is the maximum time to be 
taken out for delay. 


There is also a slight change in the 


•wording of the rule regarding the posi- 
tion of the opposing players at the kick- 
out and kick from fair catch. In rale 
14 an omission has been supplied in 
case of a kick after touching ball in at 
side lines, requiring a kick of at least 
ten yards. Section A of rule IT regard- 
ing interference and delaying the oth- 
er side from putting the ball in play 
has been changed to prevent pulling 
about in the rush line. Such tactics 
•will no»v be regarded as delaying the 
game and consequently subject to a 
five yard penalty. 


An addition has been made to section 


B of rule 21, dealing -with dorms, so 
that in case of a penalty the number 
of the down shall remain the same; If 
otherwise It should be to the profit of 
the offending side- Rule 22 has been 
changed so as to stipulate that a kick 
after tbe ball has been touched in, aft- 
er going out of bounds, shall be at 
least ten yards. 


To rule 25 a requirement has been 


added that the referee, -when a team Is 
about to try for a goal, shall signal 
•with his hand as soon as the ball 
touches the ground. Heretofore this 
has been the general custom. Changes 
have also been made in rule 28, which 
dea.5 with penalties. The wording in 
the section •with regard to penalties for 
interference with a fair catch has been 
altered so that the official may now 
Judge more easily what course to pur 
sue.
